PARENTS URGED 
10 USE BABY UNIT

PARENTS are being urged to 
use Oswestry’s maternity unit 
when it reopens fully in Janu¬ 
ary to ensure its long term fu¬ 
ture is safeguarded. 

The Midwife Led Unit (MLU) is 
temporarily closed for births along 
with units in Ludlow and 
Bridgnorth. 

But health bosses confirmed 
at a meeting last week the units 
would reopen fully from January 
1. Sarah Jamieson, head of mid¬ 
wifery at The Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust, 
revealed at a meeting with cam¬ 
paigners that the services will 
return unaffected. 

The units closed in July over 
concerns about staffing levels at the county’s 
main consultant-led maternity unit at Princess 
Royal Hospital Telford. 

Liz Grayston, a mother-of-four who is leading 
the Save Oswestry MLU campaign, said it was 
now vital woman started using the service or 
they faced losing it again. 

“It’s awesome news but we have to have an 
element of reality because the risk is still there,” 
she said. 

“They have recruited more midwives but 
there is still a shortfall and there is still a re¬ 
view going on. 

“I just want to encourage as many women as 
possible to change their booking and deliver in 
their rural unit. It’s important to fill as many 
beds as possible to put pressure on the situation. 

“It’s great news so I’m going to take the little 
victory - but there is still a war to be won.” 

Mothers who deliver at the consultant-led 
unit in Telford will also be able to transfer back 
to their local unit for post-natal care.

NO stone should be left unturned 
in an investigation into how 
council failings left children at a 
serious risk of harm. 

That was the message from a coun¬ 
cillor in the aftermath of the damn¬ 
ing report into children’s services at 
Powys County Council, that found ev¬ 
idence of missed opportunities to safe¬ 
guard children. 

The Care and Social Services Inspector¬ 
ate Wales report concluded that a “lack of 
assessment, intervention and support, to¬ 
gether with poor follow up and oversight, 
has and is placing children at considerable 
risk”. 

The council confirmed it contacted the 
police and will be carrying out its own in¬ 
vestigation into concerns that performance 
data in children’s services was manipu¬ 
lated. 

During a full council meeting at Llan¬ 
drindod Wells on Thursday last week, coun¬ 
cillors had their say on the matter. 

Michael Williams, county councillor for 
Machynlleth said the report “made him 
want to cry” and the situation must never 
ever happen again. He said: “I was appalled 
to see the report before me about the fail¬ 
ings of this county council. I want cast iron 
assurances from the chief executive that no 
stone will be left unturned during this in¬ 
vestigation and person or persons are called 
to account, that is what we must do. 

“We have failed our young people with a 
lack of leadership and lack of support for 
the staff. They have been left on their own 
and the service has been run on an ad hoc 
basis.” 

The council has been served with a warn¬ 
ing notice that if action is not taken in 90 
days, the Welsh Government could take 
over the service. Throughout the meeting 
councillors accused cabinet members of 
“taking their eye off the ball.” 

Leader Rosemarie Harries again apol¬ 
ogised to parents and children for serious 
failings, and told councillors that the new 
cabinet had not been aware of issues in the 
service. 


WITH the uncertainty of Brexit looming 
and fluctuating lamb and beef prices, farm¬ 
ers are looking at other ways to make their 
living. 

Farm diversification is happening all over 
the country, and one example of this is at 
Pen Y Derw farm in Forden, near Welsh¬ 
pool, which is home to Mark and Helen 
Williams. 

The farm has 40 suckler cows and 900 
ewes, and made a move to diversify into egg 
production in June. Planning permission 


was granted in 2015 for a poultry unit that 
houses 16,000 free range hens, with the 
eggs produced being sold to L J Fairburns 
& Son on the east coast of England. 

The unit costs £600,000 to build, how¬ 
ever Mr Williams said that due to a host of 
uncertainties in farming, they found diver¬ 
sification was the way forward to make a 
stable living. 

He said: “Sheep and beef farming is very 
up and down and volatile market because 
of things such as TB and export markets. 


“We have a lot of challenges thrown at 
us with sheep and beef farming and a lot 
of changes in the market with lamb prices. 

“With eggs we know what price we will 
get, and if the price of chicken feed goes up, 
then the price we receive for eggs goes up.” 

Ahead of a visit from Montgomeryshire 
MP Glyn Davies on Friday, Mr Williams ad¬ 
vised other farmers to look at diversifying. 

He said: “It might not be in poultry, some 
farms might be more suited to tourism by 
having tents and caravans.”

Pioneering 
treatment 
wins NHS 
funds deal 

A RARE treatment for a type of ar¬ 
thritis in the knee that has helped 
more than 400 patients at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital has won ap¬ 
proval to be funded by the NHS. 

Autologous Chondrocyte Implan¬ 
tation is a technique used to help 
patients with an articular cartilage 
defect, something that can impact 
younger people in their 20s and 30s 
- sometimes as a result of a sporting 
injury. 

The orthopaedic hospital is the only 
site in the UK able to offer the treat¬ 
ment. 

The procedure sees a sample of 
cartilage removed from the patient’s 
knee from which their own cells are 
then grown in a laboratory, a process 
which takes around three weeks. 

ACI clinical trials have been run¬ 
ning in several locations over a period 
of years, but it was only this month 
that, following extensive appraisal, 
the National Institute for Health and 
Care Excellence (NICE) agreed for 
the procedure to be widely available 
on the NHS. 

The hospital has worked in part¬ 
nership with Keele University and 
the Oswestry-based Orthopaedic In¬ 
stitute. 

Community order

Fresh call to tackle lack 
of affordable housing

MORE affordable housing is 
needed to ensure young couples 
and low-earning families can 
continue living in Powys, a coun¬ 
ty councillor has claimed. 

Lucy Roberts has called on Powys County 
Council to tackle the lack of such housing 
in Mid Wales. 

The councillor for Llandrinio near 
Welshpool raised the question during a 
county council meeting last week. She said: 
“We know that in Powys earnings are tra¬ 
ditionally low. 

“We also have a vision of keeping our 
young people in the county and even at¬ 
tracting more to move in. 

“I don’t believe this will happen as we 
don’t have suitable housing. 

“Many young people still have the ambi¬ 
tion of being able to buy their own prop¬ 
erties. But certainly within my ward most 
of the houses that are being built are exec¬ 
utive homes well out of their price range. 

“Even the so-called ‘affordable’ houses 
are way out of the reach of most. 

“I am aware of a planning application lo¬ 
cally that has gone in as ‘affordable’. 

“But a detached house with three bed¬ 
rooms and a double garage will probably go 
on the market for at least £250,000.” 

Jonathan Wilkinson, portfolio holder for 
housing and countryside services, said the 
council recognised there was a problem. 

He said national policies required de¬ 
velopments to include affordable housing 
under section 106 agreements. 

But he added they were often challenged 
by developers. 

He also said developers sometimes used 
the option of offering a home for sale at 69 
per cent of the market value, which under 
the Powys Unitary Development plan was 
defined as ‘affordable’. 

Mr Wilkinson said the anomaly would be 
addressed with the Powys Local Develop¬ 
ment plan, which is due to be finished next 
year. He said: “As a council, we recognise 
that there is a shortage of affordable ac¬ 
commodation across the county and we are 
working to address this.”

Cyclists smash funds target

A TEAM from Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital who took part in a 100-mile bike ride 
this summer raised more than £6,500. 

Five members of the sarcoma tumour 
team joined thousands of other cyclists 
from across the country for the Ride Lon¬ 
don 2017 event. 

They had initially aimed to raise £2,000 
but tripled that sum, raising £6,513 in total 
which will go towards the Orthopaedic 
Institute Oncology Fund, which supports 
research into sarcomas - rare cancers that 
develop in the muscle, bone, nerves, carti¬ 


lage, tendons, blood vessels and the fatty 
and fibrous tissues. 

Caroline Pemberton, clinical nurse spe¬ 
cialist, said she and the team were “proud 
and overjoyed” to have smashed their fund¬ 
raising target.

TRANSPORT minister Chris Grayling says he is sympathetic to the 
plight of motorists who use the A5 through Shropshire. 

The secretary of state told North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson that a cam¬ 
paign to dual the A5 at Oswestry was top of the agenda when they met to dis¬ 
cuss transport issues. 

Mr Paterson said the talks with Mr Grayling were very positive. The MP, who has

Haulage firm 
supporting 
road fight 

ONE of Shropshire’s largest haulage firms 
is backing a petition calling for the A5 to be 
dualled near Oswestry. 

Pentons offers a chilled warehouse stor¬ 
age and distribution service across the UK 
with its fleet of 55 lorries and 100 container 
units travelling thousands of miles on roads 
of every shape and size each week. 

The family run business employs be¬ 
tween 160-170 staff, many of whom travel 
on the A5 to its depot on the Oswestry In¬ 
dustrial Estate just off the bypass. 

Bosses Steve and Gary Penton say the 
A5 is in desperate need of improvements 
and are backing a petition launched by the 
Chronicle’s sister paper the Shropshire 
Star calling for the road to be dualled. 

They say not only their company but 
other haulage firms depend on traffic mov¬ 
ing steadily for them to make their deliver¬ 
ies on time. 

“The queues leading up to and past the 
Oswestry bypass are a joke,” Gary said.

Most contracts will have 
a half hour window either side of the deliv¬ 
ery time, not much if you come up against 
the sort of traffic you can have on the A5.” 


been battling to see the trunk road dualled 
for several years, is firmly in favour of the 
Chronicle’s sister paper the Shropshire 
Star’s Dual It campaign. 

The campaign calls on roads minister 
John Hayes to include the road from Mont- 
ford Bridge to the Welsh border in the Road 
Investment Strategy. 

Mr Paterson said: “The talks with the 
secretary of state were very positive. While 
he could not give any promises he was very 
sympathetic to the problems that we have 
on the A5. 

“I told him about both the dangers of the 
road and also the economic benefits of hav¬ 
ing a dual carriageway and said that it was 
imperative that the A5 be including in the 
Road Investment Strategy. There is no plan 
on the table at the moment so this is our 
chance to get the improvements.” 

Mr Paterson said that the improvements 
and dualling the trunk road could be done 
in one of two ways. 

“The government could look at dualling 
it in slices or doing the entire stretch in one 
go. It is not a large piece of road,” he said. 

Oswestry Chronicle and Shropshire Star 
readers can help press the ministers and 
the government to make the vital improve¬ 
ments to the A5. 

The Star has launched a petition that it 
intends to take to parliament calling for 
improvements to the 18-mile stretch of the 
A5. With the exception of the Nesscliffe by¬ 
pass the road is the only section of single 
carriageway road between Dover/Folkstone 
and Holyhead, a key strategic route linking 
mainland Europe and the UK to Ireland. 

The paper now has more than 3,700 sig¬ 
natures on its online petition and more 
than 200 print signatures.

MORE than 250 knives were surrendered 
at Telford and Shrewsbury police stations 
during a campaign aiming to make Shrop¬ 
shire’s streets safer - and they are about to 
be handed over to an Oswestry firm which 
is running an anti-violence campaign.

of this campaign. Each of the knives sur¬ 
rendered represents one less chance for an¬ 
other life to be ended or ruined needlessly. 

“The impact of knife crime goes beyond 
just those involved; it affects the whole 
community. “ 

The blades will go towards making a 
plinth for the Knife Angel sculpture at 
the British Ironwork Centre at Aston near 
Oswestry. 

The 26ft angel sculpture has been made 
from more than 100,000 knives already col¬ 
lected by police forces around the country. 

It is planned to stand the angel in the 
grounds of the ironwork centre, overlook¬ 
ing the A5.

There’s a crisis in Powys with 
a report by the Care and Social 
Services Inspectorate for Wales 
saying that children were being 
put at risk by county council 
failings in the childcare services. 
The council has just 90 days to 
prove the situation can be re¬ 
solved. 

The report is without doubt 
the most damning I have ever 
read with hardly a paragraph of 
the 26-page document failing to 
criticise one or other area of the 
services for children in Powys. 
There’s criticism on leadership, 
management and governance 
arrangements and most impor¬ 
tantly questions about the safety 
of children. Like many of the rel¬ 
atively new members of Powys 
County Council I was totally dis¬ 
appointed by the report, though 
not exactly shocked as there 
were whispers in the corridors 
of power that all was not well 
- whispers that clearly should 
have been dealt with earlier. It’s 
impossible to blame the newly 
appointed Cabinet which has 
inherited a massive and costly 
mess and while fingers are be¬ 
ing pointed menacingly at the 
council’s chief executive for not 
taking stronger action, should he 
really shoulder responsibility? 

He claims to have raised the 
issues with the former Cabinet 
Leader and his two deputies. All 
three of them chose not to seek 
election to the new council back 
in May. 

But what disappoints me most 
now that the issue is in the pub¬ 
lic domain is the amount of po¬ 
litical posturing taking place and 
the call for heads, rather than an 
acceptance that all must work 
together to ensure the complete 
and absolute safety of children in 
the county. It really is disappoint¬ 
ing to see politicians and former 
councillors jumping on the band¬ 
wagon - particularly saying they 
had known about the situation 
for some time. Well why didn’t 
they take responsibility and take 
action themselves? Surely, they 
had a duty to do just that instead 
of commenting now and hiding 
behind the name of a political 
party. 

Like everyone else on Powys 
County Council I am deeply sor- 
17 to find our childcare services 
in such a mess and will be work¬ 
ing hard to ensure things are put 
right - then will come the time 
for the repercussions. I am confi¬ 
dent that measures are being put 
in place to rectify the situation 
and happy that an independent 
chairman will head an improve¬ 
ment board. But rest assured I 
will be the first to call for change 
if the findings of the report prove 
there has been neglect by either 
officers or councillors.

Brexit can help save our 
environment - Paterson 


Brexit is set to bring 
environmental benefits 
says MP Owen Paterson. 
MARK ANDREWS reports 

BREXIT could boost the en¬ 
vironment and save millions 
of pounds which is spent on 
repairing ecological damage, 
according to North Shropshire 
MP Owen Paterson. 

Mr Paterson, a former environ¬ 
ment secretary, said retaking control 
of our borders could help prevent in¬ 
vasive species from causing damage 
to the ecology of the UK. 

He told an audience in Washington 
how tougher border controls could stop 
species such as exotic grasshoppers, 
moths, spiders and beetles from damag¬ 
ing ecosystems in the UK. 

The MP added that breaking free from 
EU red tape would enable British farm¬ 
ers to increase efficiency by adopting new 
technologies. 

He said it would also help to protect 
endangered species. 

“We will use taking back control of 
our borders to better protect our native 
fauna and flora,” Mr Paterson told the 
right-leaning Competitive Enterprise 
Institute. 

Mr Paterson said damage from inva¬ 
sive species costs the UK an estimated 
£1.82 billion each year. 

“The red squirrel and the white-clawed 
crayfish face local and perhaps national 
extinction in Britain as a result of dis¬ 
eases spread by the signal crayfish and 
the alien grey squirrel, mistakenly in¬ 
troduced from America in the 19th cen-

tury,” he said. “The intransigence of 
the EU has meant that, while studies 
have been completed, effective action 
has been woefully slow. 

“The threat to these native species 
continues to grow.” 

He added that the Brazilian Obama 
Flatworm, which was a predator of land 
snails and earthworms, was already 
threatening agriculture in France, and 
was spreading across Europe. 

“There are 18 further invasive flat- 
worm species already in Europe, and 
the uncontrolled trade in pot plants is 
rapidly expanding their reach,” he said. 

He added that another species of 
flatworm currently in France had been 
billed as one of the “100 worst invasive 
alien species in the world” by the con¬ 
servation charity Buglife. 


“Such groups frequently report the 
arrival of exotic grasshoppers, wasps, 
beetles, moths and spiders at garden 
centres and nurseries, many with the 
potential to cause dramatic damage to 
native wildlife and agriculture, only to 
be met with inaction,” said Mr Pater¬ 
son. 

“Increases in global trading have in¬ 
creased the risks of plant disease, and 
the insistence of the EU on free move¬ 
ment has increased the rate of ash die- 
back, and put some 80 million ash trees 
in the UK at risk.” 

Mr Paterson said that Britain’s ad¬ 
vantage of being an island gave it an 
enormous advantage in protecting the 
landscape from invasive species, and 
that the use of technology would allow 
the UK to develop a rigorous system 


that would predict, monitor and control 
the spread of pests and diseases. 

He said Britain’s success in tackling 
invasive species in its overseas territory 
of South Georgia, in the south Atlantic, 
was an example of what could be done 
if nation states were left to devise their 
own controls. 

“Rats, reindeer and various alien 
plant species have been eliminated, ush¬ 
ering in renewed growth in the numbers 
of fur seals, elephant seals, king pen¬ 
guins and other indigenous species. 

“We can implement a quarantine 
system with the kind of rigour found in 
Australia and New Zealand and ensure 
that the UK becomes a haven for ani¬ 
mals, birds, plants and trees for genera¬ 
tions to come.” 

Mr Paterson added that Brexit would 
also end the practice of fishermen throw¬ 
ing dead fish back into the sea in order 
to avoid breaching EU quotas. 

Under the present system, fishermen 
are restricted in the number of fish they 
are allowed to bring ashore, leading to 
the smaller fish being thrown back into 
the sea, even though they are usually 
dead. 

Previous reports have claimed that as 
many as 90 per cent of the fish caught 
in waters off Scotland and Ireland are 
thrown back into the water, accounting 
for waste of 866,000 tons in the North 
Sea alone. 

He said attempts by the EU to stop 
fishermen from throwing their catches 
away had been ineffective. 

Mr Paterson called for the quota 
system to be replaced with one that in¬ 
stead restricted the number of days that 
fishermen could spend at sea, requiring 
them to keep and record every fish that 
they caught.

So much is being written 
about the process by which 
the UK is leaving the European 
Union that it’s difficult to know 
what’s actually happening. Or to 
“see the wood for the trees”. Or 
to “separate the wheat from the 
chaff”. Choose your own phrase. 
But for me, the process of with¬ 
drawal is proceeding much as I 
would have expected it to - in a 
most unsatisfactory way. 

Let us look back. The decision 
of the British people to leave the 
EU on 23rd June 2016 came as 
a surprise to most, including me. 

After much heart searching, I 
had voted Leave in the referen¬ 
dum, but I always realised that 
leaving would lead to years of 
disruption and uncertainty. I’ve 
not changed my assessment of 
what we face. We don’t know, 
but suspect that little or no 
preparation work had been done 
in preparation for a Leave vote. 
Quite rightly, Prime Minister The¬ 
resa May has taken the process 
forward with caution and care 
- refusing to be rushed. Fortu¬ 
nately a cautious approach is her 
personal style of government. 
Mine too. 

The main reason why the pro¬ 
cess of leaving is so difficult for 
the Prime Minister and David 
Davis, her Brexit Secretary of 
State, is that the EU is making 
it as difficult as possible for the 
UK to carry out its instruction 
from the 17.4 million voters of 
the UK to leave. Those involved 
in negotiating on behalf of the EU 
are behaving like haughty bullies. 
We saw the same attitude to¬ 
wards Greece over recent years, 
and we see it towards Catalonia 
at present. The British people 
will not be so easily bullied. The 
response of many of my con¬ 
stituents when we discuss this 
issue is to be more determined 
to Leave. The sheer arrogance, 
haughtiness and intransigence 
has given much more impetus to 
a ‘No Deal’ option. 

The UK wants a sensible ‘deal’ 
which benefits the EU and the 
UK. I suspect the EU puppet 
masters are becoming aware 
that the UK people’s attitude is 
hardening. The UK Government 
wants a mutually beneficial deal, 
but more work is now being done 
on a ‘No Deal’. It should be. We 
should not continue with the 
childish game of posturing that 
is a feature of the negotiations 
so far for much longer. The world 
outside of the EU is a big place, 
where there is a lot of potential 
for trade deals. It’s now reaching 
the time for either constructive 
negotiation or leaving the table. 
I’ve always been one to turn my 
back on bullies.

CAN I STOP EX FROM CHANGING OUR CHILDREN’S 
NAMES TO HER MAIDEN NAME? 


Q: I separated from my wife years ago and earlier this year we finally got divorced. After the divorce she decided to go back to her maiden 
name. In a way I could understand why she wanted to, but I did say I thought it would be confusing for the children if she had a different 
name to them. Now she is saying she is going to change the children’s names to her maiden name as well. Surely she can’t just go ahead and 
change their names without my agreement? They are my children! 

A. All mothers and most fathers have legal rights and responsibilities as a parent. This is known as ‘parental responsibility’. If you have 
parental responsibility for children who don’t live with you the parent they do live with still needs to involve you in decisions about them that 
affect their well-being. 

So if you have Parental Responsibility, your ex-wife has no legal right to change your children’s names without your consent and you can apply 
to the Court for a specific issue Order and a Prohibited steps Order to ensure she is known by your name. 

If you disagree with the name change the Court would be likely to agree that it is in the best interests of your children to keep the name that 
is on her birth certificate, i.e. your name. The Court would only consider upholding the name-change if they felt that it was in your children’s 
best interests to do so. Also, the Court would look at the mother’s reasons for changing the name in the first place. 


Under the current circumstances, if you have tried to talk to your ex-partner and failed to get her to comply with your wishes you should seek 
advice from a solicitor specialising in family law.

Sessions will 
ask for views 
on future of 
healthcare 


DROP-IN sessions will be held in 
Oswestry today (Thursday) to allow 
the public to give their views on the 
future of healthcare, including Shrop¬ 
shire’s minor injury units. 

A session will be held at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital from 10am to 
12pm and a further session will be 
held at Oswestry Medical Centre from 
lpm to 3pm. 

The drop-in sessions are being or¬ 
ganised as part of Shropshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group’s review into 
existing community services including 
minor injury units, diagnostic, assess¬ 
ment and access to rehabilitation and 
treatment services and community 
beds. 

Health bosses say these services 
play a significant role in the out of 
hospital system and the clinical re¬ 
view will assess how the services are 
being used now, patient outcomes 
and experiences and what is needed 
to meet the challenges of an ageing 
population. 

The overall aim of the review is 
to create fair access and consistent 
outcomes for local people using these 
community services. 

The CCG is organising these infor¬ 
mal drop-in sessions to understand 
what is working well, what people like 
about these services, and what could 
be improved. 

Dr Finola Lynch, a local GP and 
Shropshire CCG’s clinical lead for 
the community services review, said: 
“Our review is in the early stages and 
this feedback will help us to improve 
and strengthen future services.” 

Oswestry Town Councillor Nikki 
Hughes urged people to get involved 
in the sessions and said she would be 
concerned about any threat to the ser¬ 
vices for the area. 


Concern is voiced over 
town parking problems

A FORMER police and fire officer 
has claimed a town’s parking 
problems are getting out of hand. 

Garth Jones said emergency ser¬ 
vices struggle to get through streets 
in Oswestry on which cars line both 
sides. 

He also said motorists are parking on 
blind bends, junctions and on pavements in 
some places. 

Now retired, Mr Jones, 73, from 
Oswestry, served in two of the 999 services. 

“There are places in Oswestry, for ex¬ 
ample, College Road, where vehicles are 
parked on both sides leaving very little 
room to get through. It must hinder fire 
engines even though they have blue lights,” 
he said. 

Mr Jones said some of the biggest prob¬ 
lems are on Whittington Road, close to the 
railway bridge, at Unicorn Road junction, 
and on the town’s Welsh Walls road. 

Shropshire Councillor Paul Milner said 
he had contacted highways officer as a 
matter of urgency to find out progress 
on a number of requests from the town 
council for schemes to stop bad parking in 
Oswestry. 

“I am pleased to say that the proposed 
Traffic Regulation Order for the introduc¬ 
tion of double yellow lines on both sides of 
Morda Road, on Welsh Walls and on Jen¬ 
nings Road, have been approved for im¬ 
plementation and arrangements are being 
made with our contractor for the double 
yellow lines to be put down,” he said. 

He said the Shropshire Council highways 
department would also contact West Mer¬ 
cia Police about the problems of cars park¬ 
ing on pavements.

Koolskools, an ethical school uni¬ 
form supplier, asked Fairtrade to speak 
to the pupils from Welshpool Church 
in Wales Primary School and explain 
where their clothes were made. 

A number of schools in Wales have made 
the switch to Fairtrade uniforms and were 
invited to the conference in St Asaph re¬ 
cently. 

Aileen Burmeister, programme manager 
at Fair Trade Wales, said: “This visit pro¬ 
vides a wonderful opportunity for young 
people in Wales to learn about where and 
how cotton is grown, the effort that goes 
into making school uniforms and under¬ 
standing that what we buy has an impact 
on other communities across the world.” 

Pupils also heard from Viswaraj Maghoo, 
the managing director of a Fairtrade li¬ 
censed factory in Mauritius, who spoke 
about the lives of farmers in his country. 

He said: “The factory provides vital em¬ 
ployment and training for underprivileged 
people in Mauritius.” 

Justine Baldwin, headteacher at the 
school, said: “We are really proud to have 
taken the opportunity to choose more eth¬ 
ical uniforms. It was easy to change our 
supplier and we have used this process to 
help the children understand the differ¬ 
ence that this ethical choice will make on

Confidence 
in property 
market 'on 
the increase* 

HOUSE prices in Mid Wales increased 
in August along with buyer interest, 
according to one of the region’s estate 
agents. 

Andrew Turner, a partner at Mor¬ 
ris, Marshall and Poole, said: “Buyer 
confidence is strong which means 
there is a strong market out there for 
people looking to sell in Mid Wales, 
as well as across the border in Shrop¬ 
shire where demand is also high. 

“There are also signs of a continued 
rise over the next three months. 

“Our property teams in Powys, Ce¬ 
redigion, Gwynedd and Shropshire 
have all reported increasing enquir¬ 
ies from people looking to move and 
while the number of properties com¬ 
ing on to the market is up, there’s not 
necessarily as many houses available 
and so it’s a good time for anyone 
thinking of selling.” 

The RICS figures are based on re¬ 
sponses from estate agents and char¬ 
tered surveyors throughout Wales. 

The headline figure for Wales as a 
whole showed an increase of 26 per 
cent on the last survey, which means 
26 per cent more surveyors said house 
prices rose in the past three months 
than those who said it had fallen. 

When it came to new instructions to 
sell, the figure was up at 31 per cent, 
which suggests an increase in the 
number of new properties coming on 
to the market, according to the RICS. 

Mr Turner added: “Demand is out¬ 
stripping supply to a certain extent. 

“But that shouldn’t deter people 
looking for a new home. 

“Basically, it’s a good time for buy¬ 
ers and sellers.”

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honour of poets

A VIOLIN maker has craft¬ 
ed three instruments from a 
tree in the grounds of a shell¬ 
shock treatment hospital in 
honour of three renowned 
First World War poets. 

Steve Burnett used a branch 
from a sycamore tree at Craiglock- 
hart military war hospital, where 
Oswestry-born Wilfred Owen and 
Siegfried Sassoon were treated, to 
make the instruments. 

He also recently completed a violin 
in honour of poet Robert Graves, who 
met Owen and Sassoon in Edinburgh. 

The three violins were played to¬ 
gether for the first time at Baberton 
Golf Club in Edinburgh as a plaque 
was unveiled to mark 100 years since 
the three poets met there. Mr Burnett 
hopes the instruments will serve as 
envoys for peace and reconciliation 
through the power of music 

He said: “I hope that as time goes 
on the voices of these violins through 
the messages of these poets will be a 
beacon of hope. 

“The violins will be there to spread 
the word of hope and peace and har¬ 
mony.” 

Mr Burnett has long admired Wil¬ 
fred Owen and made the first violin 
in 2014 to mark the centenary of the 
outbreak of the First World War. 

He has collaborated with Edin¬ 
burgh-based Scottish violinist/com¬ 
poser Thoren Ferguson, who has 
played the Wilfred Owen violin to 
thousands of people around the coun¬ 
try, both in First World War commem¬ 
oration events and on national radio. 

The instrument has also been en¬ 
dorsed as an envoy for peace by Unicef 
goodwill ambassador, the violinist/con¬ 
ductor Maxim Vengerov and has been 
played by violinist Nigel Kennedy. 

Siegfried Sassoon was sent to 


Craiglockhart Hospital, now Napier 
University, in 1917, arriving in the 
summer of that year. 

Owen was also being treated there 
and introduced himself to Sassoon 
around August 20, 1917. 

Mr Burnett began work on the Sieg¬ 
fried Sassoon violin earlier this year, 
using wood from the same branch, to 
mark the centenary of the first meet¬ 
ing between the two poets that August. 

In April 2017, research by Aberdeen 
University lecturer Neil McLennan 


revealed that Owen and Sassoon met 
with fellow poet Robert Graves at 
Baberton Golf Club in October 1917. 

When he heard about this, Mr Bur¬ 
nett decided to make a third instru¬ 
ment, the Robert Graves violin, to 
mark 100 years since that meeting. 

He said: “The three had a direct 
link and I realised there must be an¬ 
other violin to come out of the tree if 
the three were poets together. It was 
probably one of the most important 
meetings of 20th century literature.”

Talks to start on £i8m 
electricity upgrade

A FORMAL consultation on the 
next stage of the £18 million 
scheme to increase electricity 
capacity across North Shrop¬ 
shire will begin next month. 

Scottish Power Energy Networks, 
which is behind the work, said it will 
allow communities and stakeholders 
to view the proposed project design 
and provide feedback. 

The upgrade will benefit Oswestry, Wem 
and Whitchurch as well as surrounding vil¬ 
lages. 

It will include a new 132,000-volt over¬ 
head power line built between Oswestry 
and Wem. 

The line will run between Oswestry sub¬ 
station, located at the A5/A495 roundabout, 
and the Wem substation, in Ellesmere 
Road, on the western side of the town. 

It is hoped construction on the new line 
will start by 2020 and take about 12 months 
to complete. 

The consultation phase will be followed 
by a formal application in 2018 for govern¬ 
ment consent for the route. 

Paul Ferguson, a spokesman for SP 
Energy Networks, said: “Our last project 
newsletter was in May and since then we 
have been concluding our environmental 
assessment work, continuing discussions 
with affected landowners and reviewing 
any feedback received. 

“We remain on programme to com¬ 
mence the next major milestone in the 
project which is our formal consultation 
this November, where we will invite local 
communities and stakeholders to view our 
proposed project design and provide feed¬ 
back.” 

He added: “The consultation will include 
local events and should continue unti Feb¬ 
ruary.”

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Lovely town has fascinating history

The picturesque town of Newtown is a great 
place to visit and to shop. 

Lying on the River Severn, within the historic 
boundaries of Montgomeryshire, the town, the 
largest in Powys, has a fascinating history and 
over the years has been transformed into a 
centre for retail with a mixture of national chains 
and local independent traders. 

The town has a proud history and is best 
known as the birthplace of social reformer 
Robert Owen in 1771. 

He returned to the town shortly before his 
death in 1858. 

Owen’s ideas have had worldwide 
influence and became the cornerstone of the 
international co-operative movement. 

There is a museum dedicated to Owen’s 
memory in the town centre. 

Founded as a market town at the end of the 
13th century, with a market in operation since 
Medieval times, Newtown grew strongly with 
the expansion of the woollen industry in the 
early 19th century. 

It was an international hub for the flannel 
industry. 

Newtown is also famous for the birth of 
the mail order retail business which local 
entrepreneur Pryce Jones started in the mid 
nineteenth century by despatching goods to 
Britain and Europe from Newtown. 

His Royal Welsh Warehouse still dominates 
the townscape. 

Amongst his customers were Queen Victoria 
and Florence Nightingale. 

It is believed that the parcel post in Britain 
was started as a result of a suggestion made by 
Pryce Jones to the Postmaster General. 

The town’s connection with the textile 
industry was revived in the 20th century when 
businesswoman Laura Ashley established her 
home furnishing and clothing company in the 
area.

Referendum on 
health services 

A REFERENDUM on the future of 
health care services in Shropshire will 
take place in Welshpool today (Thurs¬ 
day). 

Welshpool Town Council has organ¬ 
ised the vote to ask residents where 
they would prefer Shropshire’s only 
emergency department to be sited. 

Around £1,000 has been spent or¬ 
ganising the poll, in which voters will 
say whether they want a single A&E 
unit to be based in Shrewsbury or Tel¬ 
ford. 

It comes as Shropshire health 
bosses are currently deciding which 
emergency department to close in a 
bid to save money and reorganise the 
service. 

Residents can place their vote be¬ 
tween 7am and 10pm in Welshpool 
Town Hall. 

Record amount of 
waste is recycled 

HOUSEHOLDERS across Shropshire 
are recycling more rubbish than ever, 
statistics show. 

The amount of recycling has risen 
to 53.65 per cent, latest figures from 
council bosses show. 

It means an increase of 2,000 tons 
on the amount recycled. 

It comes after Shropshire Council 
started collections of cardboard waste 
again last year. 

Councillor Rob Macey, portfolio 
holder for planning and regulatory 
services, told a recent Shropshire 
Council meetingthat there had also 
been a decrease in the amount of 
waste going to landfill. 

He said: “The increase is in part due 
to the reintroduction of cardboard re¬ 
cycling. 

“That has led to 2,000 more tons of 
recycling as well as 800 more tons of 
plastic and glass.” 


Sewer problem led to 
roadworks taking place

THE reason motorists faced 
long waits getting in and out of 
Oswestry two weeks has been 
revealed. 

Temporary traffic lights were put in 
place near to fixed lights on Gobowen 
Road to allow Severn Trent to dig up 
part of the road and carry out works 
on a sewer pipe. 

Motorists were left angry by the gridlock 
caused, however the works brought an end 
to a four-month battle for Rachel Howell 
and her family. Raw sewage had been filling 
up the manhole covers around her home 
and running on to her property. 

Miss Howell said: “The issues have been 
going on for four months with manholes 
being full to the brim, and spilling over 
onto our property. 

“There was a permit last month for work 
to happen but nothing happened. 

“For the last month they have had to 
come out every 12 hours to remove drain 
covers and rod the drains to remove block¬ 
ages. 

“In July when it happened and we had 
hot weather, the smell from the drains and 
in our house was just horrible. 

“The main sewer pipe goes under 
Gobowen Road and I think if it had gone on 
any longer it would have affected the whole 
of Gobowen Road.” 

Severn Trent spokesperson said: “We’re 
really sorry for the problems that have been 
caused in Gobowen Road. We had a team 
of engineers on site who identified an issue 
with the sewer pipe that was causing the 
problem. 

“This section’s been replaced and 
everything is now back to normal.” 


Famous screen actress Rosemary dies 



Oswestry-educated actress Rosemary Leach was a familiar face on TV and film 


STAGE and screen actress Rose¬ 
mary Leach, who was educated 
in Whittington and Oswestry, 
has died after a short illness, her 
agent has confirmed. 

Leach, who was born in Much 
Wenlock, was best known for the 
films A Room With A View and 
That’ll Be The Day. 

She also played Grace in epi¬ 
sodes of the sitcom My Family. 

Her agent Caroline de Wolfe 
said in a statement: “It is with 
great sadness I must report the 
news that Rosemary Leach died 
in hospital on Saturday, October 
21, after a short illness.” 

Leach, thought to be 81, was 
the second daughter of teachers, 
Sidney and Mary. Her father 
was headteacher as well as or¬ 
ganist and choirmaster at the 
village school in Diddlebury, 
near Ludlow. Rosemary was ed¬ 
ucated at Whittington Primary 
School. 

After training at Rada she 
won an Olivier Award for her 
performance in the play 84 
Charing Cross Road. 

She was twice nominated for a 
supporting actress Bafta for her 
roles in A Room With A View 
and That’ll Be The Day. 

More recently she made ap¬ 
pearances in Midsomer Mur¬ 
ders, Holby City, Heartbeat and 
Doctors. 


Farmers look 
to diversify 
to safeguard 
their future 

CATTLE farms in Mid Wales are plan¬ 
ning to build chicken rearing units as 
part of a diversification project. 

Richard Corbett, partner and plan¬ 
ning consultant at Roger Parry and 
Partners, said cattle farmers are 
making the decision to diversify in re¬ 
sponse to Brexit. 

Penllwyn farm in Llanfyllin, Tred- 
erwen Hall in Llanymynech, Pikins 
farm in Newtown, Gorn farm in Lla¬ 
nidloes and Neuadd Fach in Rhayader 
are applying to Powys County Council 
for planning permission. 

If successful it would mean around 
150,000 chickens bred for free range 
eggs in the area. 

Mr Corbett said: “Over the last five 
years there has been more and more 
farmers diversifying in this way - it’s 
a reaction to Brexit. 

“Welsh hill farmers are worried 
about the price of sheep and beef so 
are making the decision to diversify 
their farms.” 

Llanfyllin Town Council recently 
heard about the plans for Penllwyn 
farm which is run by Francis Part¬ 
ners. 

The pre-consultation plans by 
Roger Parry and Partners said: “As 
a family, Francis Partners have con¬ 
cerns about the future of the beef and 
sheep farming industry as well as gov¬ 
ernment subsidies. 

“The diversification into rearing 
pullets will help to ensure that the 
farm remains a viable family unit. 

“The proposed diversification at 
Penllwyn is to ensure that there is a 
viable farming business operating in 
order to support three generations of 
the family. 

“Farm businesses need to change 
and grow in response to market forces 
and legislation if they are to survive.”

Residents want 
to see homes 
plan altered 

RESIDENTS are continuing to push for a 
reduction in houses on a proposed develop¬ 
ment near Oswestry. 

Chartland Homes originally applied to 
build 30 homes on land off Artillery Road 
at Park Hall, an application which was met 
with anger by residents. 

Whittington Parish Council opposed the 
plans and residents met local councillor 
Steve Charmley to discuss their concerns 
about the number of houses and traffic 
problems the development could cause on 
Artillery Road, Park Crescent and North 
Drive. 

Chartland has amended the application 
to 27 homes, added a traffic calming meas¬ 
ure and reduced the number of houses ac¬ 
cessed on North Drive from 21 to 17. 

Project manager for Chartland Homes 
Andrew Jones said that the scheme won’t 
be reduced further because it is not eco¬ 
nomically viable. 

He said: “We have addressed the con¬ 
cerns but I don’t think residents will 
accept them. The scheme has got to be 
economically viable and we think it is very 
attractive. It was 30 and we’ve reduced 
that to 27, which we think is a reasonable 
balance.” 

However residents are unhappy with the 
revised plans. 

They have argued that many houses in 
the area are ex-army homes, and the new 
builds would not be in keeping with the 
area. 

Residents have also argued that a gov¬ 
ernment inspector ruling stated that only a 
maximum of 23 houses could be built.

Hospital trust continues to 
fail to hit key A&E target 


Avenue of trees will mark special anniversary

THE trust in charge of Shropshire’s 
two main hospitals has been named 
as the sixth worst in the country for 
A&E waiting times. 

Just 78 per cent of patients were seen 
within four hours in September - way 
below the national NHS target of 95 per 
cent, figures show. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust (SATH) last hit the 95 per cent target in 
August 2014. 

Debbie Kadum, chief operating officer at 
SATH has previously said the trust is facing 
difficulties in meeting the A&E waiting time 
target, but said staff are focussed on providing 
the best care possible. 

She said the reason for the difficulties is 
down to a shortage of consultants and middle 
grade doctors. 

She said: “It is no secret that our emergency 
departments are under pressure. In addition to 
increasing patient numbers, this is due mainly 
to an insufficient number of consultants and 
middle grade doctors in our Emergency Depart¬ 
ments (EDs). 

“It is for this very reason that we are looking 
at how we deliver emergency services in the 
county, through the NHS Future Fit process, 
to ensure we can provide the best care possible 
for the people of Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin 
and Mid Wales. 

“We are working with our partners in health 
and social care to improve this figure, but our 
first priority is to ensure that those attending 
our EDs receive the appropriate care.” 

However, the data does include a positive and 
shows that SATH, which runs Royal Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital, has 
hit a national patient target for the first time in 
over a year. 

The trust hit the 92 per cent referral to treat¬ 
ment (RTT) target in September - the first 
time they have achieved this since May 2016. 

The target states that hospitals are required 
to treat 92 per cent of patients within 18 weeks 
of being referred by their GP. 

Performance at SATH in September was 93 
per cent which means seven per cent of patients 
waited longer than 18 weeks between seeing 
their GP and having treatment at hospital. 

Sara Biffen, deputy chief operating officer, 
said: “Tackling this issue has been one of our 
top priorities and this milestone is great for our 
patients and marks a fantastic achievement for 
our staff.” 


AN avenue of trees has been springing up this 
year to mark a college’s 90th anniversary.

Gobowen, Weston Rhyn and St Martins. 

Louise Keevil, director of corporate and 
charity services, said: “We are delighted that 
local groups such as Three Parishes Big Local 
have become involved with this initiative, help¬ 
ing us to create a lasting legacy from our 90th 
birthday year.” 


Leaders critical of commissioner's fire authority plans 


CONSERVATIVE and Labour council leaders 
have united to condemn the region’s police 
and crime commissioner for his decision to go 
ahead with a bid to take over the governance of 
the fire service. 

Councillor Peter Nutting, the Conserva¬ 
tive leader of Shropshire Council, said he was 
“very disappointed” that West Mercia Police 
and Crime Commissioner John Campion had 
decided to press ahead with the controversial 
move. Councillor Shaun Davies, Labour leader 
of Telford & Wrekin Council, has also called on 


Mr Campion to focus on the job he was elected 
to do instead of “grabbing power”. 

Both councils signed a letter objecting to the 
plans. Councillor Nutting said: “Personally 
I am very disappointed in John’s actions. We 
really have tried to avoid a clash but he seems 
determined to carry on in spite of the fact all 
the councils in the area he covers are totally 
opposed to what he wants to do. 

“He still believes he can run the service bet¬ 
ter than anyone else but I do not believe it. 

“I actually think all of the council areas pro¬ 


vide a good fire service and I am very impressed 
with Shropshire Fire and Rescue and see no 
reason to change it one bit.” 

Councillor Davies said: “We have got the sit¬ 
uation where all local authorities are opposed, 
both fire authorities are opposed, the unions 
are opposed, this can only come down to John 
Campion attempting to power grab and em¬ 
pire build. And I think with the pressures and 
issues he has got as police commissioner he 
should be focussed on that job.” Mr Campion 
wants to combine his current position with 


that of commissioner of Shropshire & Wrekin 
Fire Authority, as well as Hereford & Worces¬ 
tershire Fire Authority. He has claimed he can 
save £4 million across the services. 

A three-month consultation, with more than 
1,300 responses, saw 61 per cent supporting 
the proposals. Mr Campion said: “I promised I 
would listen to, and be guided by, our commu¬ 
nities and that is what I am doing. If there is 
credible evidence that a change in governance 
would cost less, achieve more and has public 
backing, I cannot just ignore that.”

H e’s one of Britain’s 
most larger than life 
entertainers.

(1973) and Some Mothers 
Do Ave ‘Em (1973, 1978). In 1976 he played dramatic 
role as Nero in the BBC dramatisation of I, Claudius by 
Robert Graves, having been selected for the role partly on 
the strength of a television commercial in which he had 
played a Roman emperor presiding over the games. 

He also appeared in the BBC’s Poldark in 1977. Despite 
these serious roles, his co-hosting of Surprise, Surprise 
and hosting children’s gameshow On Safari (1982- 
1985) for TVS led to him being typecast as a “bubbly 
personality”; when asked in by an interviewer if he 
resented that, he replied: “No, not a bit of it. I’m perfectly 
happy being me, thank you, and I happen to know that I 
am afforded enormous respect from everybody I know.

On children’s television he had a regular 
role as supermarket manager Adam 
Painting in the children’s television 
programme Rentaghost (1978-1983) 
and also played Reverend Whiting 
in Southern Television’s Brendon 
Chase, produced in 1980. In the 
early 1980s he hosted children’s 
gameshow On Safari, a bizarre 
afternoon game show with a 
jungle-themed studio set. 

Christopher appeared in the 
Big Finish Productions audio 
drama The One Doctor, based 
on the television series Doctor Who. His 
film roles include The Rocky Horror Picture 
Show (1975) and “The Baker” in the 1999 
Video Version of Joseph and the Amazing 
Technicolor Dreamcoat. His theatre roles 
have included The Baker in Joseph and 
the Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat, Herod 
in Jesus Christ Superstar, and in the stage 
adaptation of Chitty Chitty Bang Bang where 
he was teamed to great success opposite 
Louise Gold for 18 months at the London 
Palladium.

SsangYong may be on to a winner 



It can carry a one-tonne payload while towing a three tonne trailer at the same time

Pick-ups are among the most popular 
personal transport in some parts of the 
world, such as America and Australia, but 
here it’s seen mainly as a working vehicle. 

There are some for whom the more 
adventurous type of outdoor activity makes 
them a practical proposition, but tax changes 
by the government limited their earlier 
popularity here with company car drivers. 

Practicality is still the number one reason 
for buying a pick-up, but if you’re a farmer, 
tradesman or small businessman, you’ll 
appreciate a few home comforts as much as 
the next man. 

Cheaper 

That’s why SsangYong, currently a small 
player in this market, may be on to a winner 
with its new Musso pick-up. 

That and the fact that it’s considerably 
cheaper than some of its more well 
established competitors. 

I confess I’m not a fan of big pick-ups: 
mainly because I don’t have a use for one but 
also because I don’t like the lumpy, rolling 
ride of some of those designed as much for 
their off-road ability as their manners on hard 
surfaces. 

So I was both surprised and impressed by 
the Musso, which feels more like a car than a 
commercial vehicle yet remains thoroughly 
competent. 

For a start it shares much of its mechanicals 
with the company’s new Rexton, a large 
and refined SUV. That includes the new 2.2 
turbo diesel engine with 178Ps of power and 
400Nm of torque plus a transfer box with

selectable four wheel drive and high and low 
gear ratios. Maximum torque is available from 
a low 1,400rpm, which is ideal for both towing 
and off-road rolls. It’s official fuel average is 
40mpg, with a C02 rating of 186g/km. 

SsangYong may not be the biggest name 
in the game over here, but it has been 
specialising in four-wheel drive vehicles for 
more than 60 years. 

It’s a competent off-roader, but it can also 
carry a one-tonne payload while towing a 
three tonne trailer at the same time. The name 
Musso is Korean for rhino: seems quite apt for 
such a vehicle. 

That doesn’t make it unique, of course, but 
its on-road manners are exceptional thanks to 
its use of a multi-link suspension system with 
coil springs instead of the more traditional leaf 
spring arrangement for this type of vehicle. 

That means an impressively smooth, 
roll-free ride on the road up to and including 
motorway speeds, sharper, lighter steering 
and a much more refined driving experience. 


The interior shows cost-savings, with lots of 
plain plastic surfaces but on the other hand 
if it’s your weekday workhorse and weekend 
family transport, it’s much easier to wipe 
clean. 

The five-seater cabin is spacious and light, 
with more room in the rear for passengers 
than some of the more expensive opposition. 
SE models also get ‘leather-look’ seats (the 
top spec EX gets the real thing) and features 


such as a colour touchscreen to control the 
audio, phone systems, automatic wipers and 
headlights, climate control, heated front seats, 
roof rails and a rear view camera. 

The SE costs from £16,395 excluding VAT, 
while the flagship EX is £18,395 ex VAT. The 
latter also comes with the option of automatic 
transmission for an extra £1,000. 

All SsangYongs come with a five year, 
unlimited mileage warranty. 


The Musso comes with an open, 2.04cubic 
metre load deck with integrated anchor points 
and a 1,050 payload capacity. 

There is, of course, a hard top option. 

The Musso has its work cut out to make 
inroads in the sales of its competitors but 
apart from its driver comforts it has one of 
the most powerful engines in class, that long 
warranty and, of course, that attractice price 
tag.

Style changes ana

Ford’s top-selling SUV, the Kuga, has had 
a makeover with some sharper styling and 
new technology. 

This 2017 Kuga has a new look, an addition 
(and more economical) engine option, and 
Ford’s new Sync 3 infotainent system with 
a wide range of vehicle and connectivity 
functions. 

Prices start from £21,895 for the 1.5 
Ecoboost turbocharged petrol engine in 
popular Zetec trim. 

Fleet 

The new engine is also of 1.5 litres capacity 

- this time a turbo diesel with 118bhp and 
270Nm of torque. Priced from £27,995, it 
could prove popular with fleet buyers because 
of its potential 64.2mpg (official figure) and 
low C02 emissions of 115g/km. 

The test car was in mid-range ST-Line trim 

- with its sports-themed styling available on 
a Kuga for the first time - and was powered 
by the 148bhp, 2.0 litre diesel costing £28,745 
in standard form. Only the front wheels were 
driven - all-wheel drive comes in combination 
with the more powerful 177bhp version of the 
same engine. 

Painted in shadow black (a £545 extra 
‘premium’ colour) the Kuga had the essentials 
which have made the SUV market the fastest 
growing sector: sturdy looks, and a high 
seating position for easy access and great 
looks. Inside it seats five in comfort and 
exudes a quality feel, with quality upholstery 
and a subtle mix of piano black and chrome 
trim. 

The sports-theming continues with unique 



There is an eight-inch colour touchscreen 

alloy wheels, sports seats, black roof rails 
and sports suspension. The suspension is 
optimised for dynamic control, making the 
car feel amongst the most agile of mid-sized 
SUVs, but it can also feel firm on some 
surfaces, 

The test car’s 2.0 litre, 148bhp turbo diesel 
hustles the car from a standstill to 62mph in 
a brisk 10.1 seconds, and based on official 
figures its average fuel consumption is 
60.1 mpg and its C02 rating is 122mpg, 

On the outside, this latest Kuga has 
revamped from end, grille and daytime 
running lights, with a reshaped tailgate and 
lamps, but it’s in the cabin where the major 
upgrades have taken place. 

More intuitive controls for the dual zone air 
conditioning and on the steering wheel, plus 
an electronic parking brake (which automatic 
releases as you start to drive). The button- 
operated system frees up more storage space 
in the centre console. 

Other standard features include enhanced 


parking assist, with sensors front and rear, 
Ford’s semi-autonomous ‘self-parking’ syste, 
is an option. 

Electric windows, automatic headlights, 
rain-sensing wipers, adapative cruise control 
and speed limiter, power folding mirrors 
and Ford;s excellent Quickclear heated 
windscreen are also on the ST-Line’s standard 
kit list. 

Ford’s intelligent protection system, 
with multi airbags and electronic systems 


There’s a new look for Ford’s top-selling SUV 

including features such as stability control, 
an enhanced city brake system and lane 
departure warning, are also part of the 
package, 

Atop the centre console is an eight-inch 
colour touchscreen, from which you can 
control various vehicle functions plus the 
satnav and audio systems. 

It is also the heart of the Sync 3 system, with 
emergency assistance, USB connectivity, 
Bluetooth, audible text messaging and voice 


control. You can also link to, and mirror, your 
smartphone apps. For parents a handy 
feature might be the ‘MyKey’ system which 
allows them to, for example, programe a key 
for younger drivers to restrict top speed, or to 
reduce the maximum audio volume. 

While SUV sales generally are rising much 
faster than any other type of car, the Kuga’s 
unprecedented year on year 50 per cent 
increase is surely a sign that the revamped 
car is proving a hit with buyers.

BMW is pretty 


impressive all round 



Lined up in any automotive beauty parade the 520d M Sport would have taken the prizes - it could turn heads on an empty street

You’ll simply have to turn away if you 
don’t want to follow me eulogising 
unapologetically about the brilliance of 
the BMW G30 520d M Sport because 
quite frankly I’m going to shout it from the 
highest hill. 

Where did this car come from? Why hasn’t 
BMW been bombarding our screens with 
tales of its virtues? And why did it take me 
so long to test a car that has been receiving 
rave reviews from the country’s top motoring 
gurus? 

BMW’s trophy cabinet has been bulging 
with car of the year awards for the 5-Series 
in 2017 and believe me the 520d M Sport is 
the benchmark for the rest of the motoring 
industry. Handing it back at the end of 
the week-long test was a gut-wrenching 
experience. I swear I nearly shed a tear. 

This seventh-generation model is without 
doubt a truly outstanding car from every 
perspective, continnuing the finest traditions 
of the famous badge with outstanding levels 
of comfort, driving dynamics and functionality. 

The test car came in sparkling white and 
immediately started to attract attention from 
those who know a little about cars. Lined up 
in any automotive beauty parade the 520d M 
Sport would have taken the prizes - it could 
turn heads on an empty street. 

Standing on 18inch alloys this BMW is 
certainly a looker with matching body-kit and 
M badging. It’s no different inside either. It’s 
spacious and while perhaps still a little short 
of Audi quality is right up there with the best in 
the business. 

The centre console is dominated by a 


10.5inch touchscreen system which contains 
every bit of information you will ever need - 
and then some more. I’m still not convinced 
that this system is not as distracting as using 
a mobile phone, time will tell. 

Technology has gone completely over 
the top in today’s modern car with every 
manufacturer battling to come up with the 
next gimmick. In BMW’s case you can twitch 
your fingers to control the audio system 
from either front seat. That’s one idea too far 
for me. Let’s stick with good old fashioned 
steering wheel control which means you keep 
your eyes firmly on the road ahead. 

Performance 

Significantly lighter, safer, and more fuel 
efficient the new generation turbo engines 
provides impressive performance gains, but 
also show major advances in reducing fuel 
consumption and emissions. 

You get 0-60mph in 7.4seconds and a top 
speed of 144mph through an eight speed 
automatic gearbox which produces 114 g/km 
of emissions while averaging 60mpg. 

There’s an extensive suite of driver 
assistance technologies including BMW Lane 
Keeping Assistant and Lane Change Assistant 
meaning that not only does the new BMW 5 
Series Saloon reduce the driver’s workload 
it also takes a notable step towards fully 
autonomous driving. 

Other technologies include, Remote Control 
Parking and the optional Parking Assistant 
and Parking Assistant Plus packages, which 
enable automated parking in both parallel 
parking spaces or angled spaces. 

Surround View and Remote 3D View offer 
peace of mind to anyone who frequently finds 


themselves manoeuvring in awkward traffic 
situations and the optional Display Key offers 
a host of other functions. 

The key is a step too far for me though. 
Some might like to control the heater from 
the comfort of their morning breakfast table 
but it’s a cumbersome mini-computer and I’m 
already lugging two mobile phones and a lap 
top everywhere I go. 


The latest generation of BMW’s Professional 
Navigation system boasts a fast start-up, even 
faster route calculation and more realistic 
3D graphics in cities. BMW is now the first 
carmaker to offer Microsoft Office 365 users a 
secure server connection for exchanging and 
editing emails, calendar entries and contact 
details thanks to the car’s built-in Microsoft 
Exchange function. 


There’s a price to pay of course and the 
G30 520d isn’t cheap. The test car started at 
£38,920 and topped out at £48,495 when you 
added the extras which included heads-up 
display, BMW Gesture Control, WiFi hot spot, 
comfort packaging, electric glass sunroof, 
split folding rear seats and lots more. 

The seventh generation BMW 520 has it all 
and if you’ve got the money it’s a no brainer.
